In-recent-weeks. Premict Lesage and _jttor- 
ney-General Claude Wagner ‘have excoriated 
“yellow journalism” in connection with the dis- 
orders and the police brutality that made the 
Queen's visit to Quebec a national shame. 

Rev. J. L. Brouille, a Catholic Church 
spokesman as editor of the Jesuit magazine 
“Actualite,"” sees Quebecers as ‘‘aroused” by 
journalistic “excesses” of the last few years. 

And last week Justice Roger Brossard's re- 
port on the provincial royal commission in- 
quiry into the Coffin case censured the press. 
The jreport blamed ‘the press for having pub- 
licized those charges in Jacques Hebert's book 
on Coffin that Justice Brossard later rejected 
as untrue. 

* * 

Those who recall the subservience and even 
venality of a large part of the Quebec press 
in Duplessis’ day have cause to be a little 
alarmed that a much freer Quebec press is 
now under attack by Authority. A free press 
is the enemy of .authoritarianism—and so one 
wonders if the criticism reflects a perhaps un- 
conscious wish to turn back the: clock of free- 
dom in Quebec, 

A journalistic “‘excess"’ is-difficult to define, 
To the premier and his conservative attorney- 
general it apparently means telling the truth 
about Oct. 10, 1964, in big black headlines— 
and perhaps scaring away tourists and invest- 
ment dollars.

me as\a journalist the news of Oct. 10 and 
the. Coffinbook do not appear to be abuses of 
press freedom:

The Brossard report_advocates more severe 
libel laws, and suggests that journalistic self- 
control and self-policing should be encouraged 
by bringing journalists under a Quebec Press 
Act. , 

This could mean establishment of a “closed” 
society of jourhalists, comparable to the law 
and medical societies, with statutory power to 
punish or “disbar” offenders against journal- 
istic ethics. In effect, it would be a board of 
censors, however non-governmental, and would 
represent an unconscionable shackle on free- 
dom of the press. 

+. * * 

Or it could mean an organization like the 
British Press Council, which has no compulsory 
or punitive powers, but which is dedicated, 
‘with the voluntary co-operation of the British 
press, to preserve the freedom and character 
of the press, to investigate and deal with com- 
plaints against the press, including the appor- 
tionment of blame, to oppose restrictions on 
the flow of information, and to watchdog the 
growth of press monopolies. 

If the latter is what Justice Brossard has in 
mind, I would willingly second the proposal. A 
free press can best perform its democratic 
function if it is a responsible press, and a sense 
of responsibility can come only from the press 
itself. If government tries to dictate what is 
responsible journalism and what is not, then 
freedom of the press will suffer and democracy 
languish.

Bowling Congress. The ABC calls him a “field representative.” 
One of his jobs is to look into villages where the natives who 
couldn't event roll their age suddenly come up with scores 
like the national debt.

“I found the alley and 
watched, These guys were 
terrific.

He dips a 
mop in oil and pulls it from 
the headpin to the foul line, 
just a little off to the right.

Then he takes a buffer and goes at it hard just to the right 


of the oil.

“ “Well, when. you let the ball go on the buffed boards it 
breaks just nicely into the one-three pocket.” 


“Obviously. But how is it that none of the bowlers I've 
watched once crossed Over the headpin onto the Brooklyn side?’ 
“ ‘Hat Hat Can't be done, Remember the part about the 
oil? Every time the ball starts to'roll away from the buffed 
boards the oil stops it. Sort of steers the ball into the’strike 
ket. Pretty neat, eh?’ 
poe No.” saiti Mr, Baker. ‘‘Not neat. legal.” 


Don’t Tangle With ABC, IRS, DLW 


The boys with the oil and buffer were told in a homey 
sort of way what to do With them. “You Cannot con the ABC 
any more than you can fool the FBI, the IRS or the DLW 
(dear little wife). 

If your bow! for kicks or bucks you need the ABC like 
Elizabeth Taylor needs Burton. 

In 19 countries, 25,900,000 bowlers pay homage and 70 cents 
per annum to the ABC, There are ABC crests and prizes for 
everything from 300 games to the longest slide on your stomach 
while still holding the ball. 

ABC sanctions tournaments, looks over promoters’ shoul- 
ders to see that prize money doesn’t go into somebody's sock 
and even watches to see that gutters are the right size. 

Gutters? 

“Yes,” said Baker, “The depth of the gutter can't be 
less than 3% inches or more than 3%. If it’s too shallow pins 
will. too easily bounce out, flatten other pins and boost the 
score. If it’s too deep you don't get’the pin action you should.”

.° Mr. Baker was here this week to break bread with local 
associations. 

Amateur bowling, on the whole, has been known to get 
so involved with rules, interpretations and plain orneriness 
that a battery of Philadelphia lawyers was needed to unravel 
the wreckage. « r 

Much of the difficulty stems from untrained league officials. 

Since the pay is mostly brickbats and lusty sneers,, the 
job often goes to a courageous volunteer. 

He faves the challenge equipped with a prayer, a push, a 
pencil and practically no training. 

Victoria, said Baker, has no more outstanding problems 
than most. 

Indeed, it has heen observed that gutters in local houses 
are noticeably free of the starched bones of league rare 
secretaries and team captains. 


How to Win Over Alley Managers . . 


Naturally, Mr. Baker was: probed for helpful hints. 

No respectable bowler is going to be content with a 
measly 230 average, even if the national average is 134. (Mr. 
Bakey's average is 195 but he doesn’t bowl much). 

Baker stood his ground well but under relentless pressure 
he yielded an important secret. . ABC, he said, is fussy about 


alley uniformity. 

“We permit a tolerance of only one half inch—4l's to 42 
inches—on lane width. The cross-tilt cannot be more ‘than 
41/1,000 of an inch and the length-wise tilt must be. under 
187/1,000 of an inch.” 

In other words, wet your finger, allow for the wind, and 
be sure to ask the genial alley manager if his tolerances are 
right before you_let."er go. 

If youre hot sure-of tis tolerance stake your glasses off 
first.
